Red Corpuseles of Athletes Far Exceed 
Those of Others. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 19. [Special. 
According to experiments by Dr. Philip B. 
Hawk, demonstrator in physiological chem- 
istry at the University of Pennsylvania, 
scientists’ will soon be able to tell what 
branch of athletic exercise is most conducive 
to a healthy body. — a 

Dr. Hawk directad his investigations to- 
ward the blood analysis of representative 
athletes at the university, examining the 

ber of corpuscles before and after varl; 
ous forms of sport had been practiced. The 
results of this examination show an enor- 
mous increase in corpuscles immediately 
after exercising. 
Corpuscles Make Big Jump. 

The percentage of increase in the most in- 
teresting of these e-.. -riments follows: 

One hundred yard dash, 24:8; 120 yard hur- 
dies, 21.5; one-half mile run, 17.9; one mile 
run, 13.9; two mile run, 8.8; broad jump (six 
jumps), 15.0, 

The influence of swimming on the cor- 
puscles is most marked, the greatest increase 
peing in a three minute game of water polo) 
In this case the average increase was 104.4 
per cent, proving swimming to he the most 
vigorous of the sports considered. Dr.

Interesting Experiments Made by Stu- 
dents of Psychie Topies. | 


New York, April 19.—[{Special.]—The re- 
sults of years cf scientific investigation of 
dreams was given befove a large audience in 
Genealogical hall, West Fifty-eighth street, 
tonight by Charles W. Leadbeater of Lon- 
don, who ts visiting in thie country under the 
auspices of the Theosophical society. His 
conclusions, he says, come from experiments 
made with the assistance of a number of 
theosophical students. These are some of his 
deductions: 

That the soul of a true man leaves its body 
during sleep and may then be more or less 
fully conscious according to the degree of 
its development and be capable of receiving 
impressions, moving freely, visiting places at 
a distance, and conversing with other souls, 
whose bodies also are asleep. 


Physical Brain Reviews Events. 
Though a soul is thus away from its phys- 
ical body, the latter, nevertheless, possesses 
a kind of half consciousness qt its own and 
‘the ‘physical brain is occupied with a me- 
chanical review of past events either of the 
day before or of a longer antecedent period. 

From those gonditions there result two 
classes of dreams. One includes what may 
be called true dreams or visions—knowledge 
of something happening at a distance at that 
time or a prevision of something which after- 
ward comes to pass. These are recollections 
of what the soul during its travels really has 
seen or done. The other or commoner class 
is a vague recollection of the half conscious 
vagaries of the physical brain. An ordinary 
confused dream with its Iincongruities and 
impossible positions is a mingling of the two.

Alexieff Severe? Criticised. 

The enemies of Alexieff have persistently 
asserted that as the man on the spot he 
should have kept the emperor informed con- 
cerning these vital points.

It seemed as though the 
world, with skies and waters, was suddenly 
rent asunder and from the gulf arose a de- 
vouring cloud of blinding flame, ‘which burst 
with a deafening roar into acrid, suffocating

Sees Dead Sailors on Deck. 

Dead bodies were floating off from the fore- 
castle deck*®which was awash. Around lay 
the wreckage of the fallen top hamper, and 
scalding steam cut off escape by the com- 
panionway. He faintly remembered realiz- 
ing the necessity to get aft, as he was more 
likely, with some way still on the ship, to 
get clear of the suction when it sank. He 


from the bridge and making his way through 
the smoke, flame, steam, and still suffocating 
fumes among a heap of human débris along 
the incline, with water, as it seemed, pur- 
suing him into the barbette, into which the 
water was already pouring with such force 
that he required all the strength he could 
muster to battle his way through. 


Makes Long, Deep Dive. 

He reached a port, however, and dived!

So he dived 
down and outwards with all the force of an 
athietic, practiced swimmer until his tem- 
ples were bursting with the effort at retain- 
ing his breath. Then he struck upwards. He 
had, however, dived so deep it seemed as 
though he would never reach the surface, 
but at last a light came and he reached the 
air. He supported himself while he filled 
his lungs. He seized a piece of floating 
wreckage, to which; he assisted another 
struggling swimmer, ¢ 

He then looked round for the Petropav- 
lovsk. It was not to be seen. The sea was 
quiet and calm, and except for the gentle 
rise and fall of the woodwork to which he 
was clinging with his companionit was quite. 
motioniess, but with each upward swing he 
swept his eyes around the smooth bosom of 
the placid sea for the great ship. There was 
no sign, no trace, except floating bodies anda 


swimmers. 


Gone in Less ae Two Minutes. 

The Petropavlovsk. while he was holding 
-his breath in the dive, had sunk, and the 
‘gently heaving bosom of ‘the imperturbable 
sea hid its tragedy. He did not know how 
much time had elapsed, but he heard after- 
ward that exactly one minute and forty sec- 
onds had passed between the explosion and 
the disappearance of the ship.

Points in the Decision.

2. No one but the United States can successfully 
appeal to the court to enjoin the execution of 
that plan on the ground that it ts in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act, and the United States 
expresses satisfaction with the present decree. 

8. The stock of the two railway companies is not 
in the custody of the court. 

4. An intervention is not necessary to enable the 
petitioners to protect ur’ pecuniary interest or 
equity they have.

| Ground—Struggle Promises to Be a 

Lively One and Will Be Watched 
with Great Interest.

Belvidere, III., April 19.—[Special.]—State’s 

Attorney Deneen wants at least one in- 
structed county delegation outside of Cook 
county, and in Boone county he is making 
the last fight to get it and making it against 
great odds. 
To win the eight Boone delegates Mr. 
Deneen must defeat not only Yates, Lowden, 
and Warner but the local machine as well. 
The latter he will have to pound into small 
pieces, and unless he gets a majority over the 
three other candidates for governor he will 
get nothing out of the county. 

Eight delegates are worth having for 
almost any reason, but there is a sentimental 
value to them in the eyes of the Deneen 
people. At present the state’s attorney has 
no instructed delegates, being the only one 
of the candidates thus situated, and if he is 


to get any outside of Cook county Boone 


seems to be the place to find them. 


Deneen Against the Field. 


In Belvidere it is Deneen against the field, 
or Deneen against Fuller, just as you choose 
to look at it. Charles E. Fuller, the con- 
gressman from the Twelfth district, living 
in Belvidere, will head the state delegation if 
Deneen loses, and he will useit as he sees fit. 
If Deneen wins it will mean probably that 
Mr. Fuller will not return to cangress two 
years from now, 

If Fuller should win his helen probably 
would be Lowden. Gov. Yates was cam- 
paigning in the county today, making the 
smaller towns in the northern section, such 
as Caledonia, Poplar Grove, and Capron. 
Congressman Warner will return to the 
county tomorrow for a couple of days. 

Both these candidates as well as Lowden 
have a considerable following in Boone. 
For Yates the most energetic worker is 
Supt. Whitman of the. Elgin insane asylum. 
Signs of a combination between the govern- 
or and Mr. Deneen,have been looked for, 
largely because in the other counties in 
the northern tier they have combined, but 
none has been found. 

Mr. Deneen's fight is a single handed fight 
against the field. His supporters have come 
from ranks not associated with machine 
politics in the past. Dr. R. W. McInnes, 
a practicing physician, who was mayor of 
Belvidere, is one of his organizers. Charles

FREIGHT RATES AS CLUB. 


Decatur Man ufacturers’ Associa- 
tion Make Charges in a 
Signed Pamphlet. 


Springfield, III., April 19.—[Special.]—Gov, 
Yates is given merciless scoring in a pamph- 
let to the public issued today by the Decatur 
Manufacturers’ association, which organiza- 
tion headed the fight of a few months ago 
before the railroad and warehouse commis- 
gion for a reduction in freight rates over the 


state. . 

The pamphlet is not an anonymous com- 
munication, but, on the contrary, bears the 
signatures of George Mueller, F. B. Tait, and 
Charies M. Hurst, prominent business men 
of Decatur, composing the committee hav- 
ing in charge the movement for a reduction 
of. rates, 

The document charges that the Würm 


prevented a 25 per cent reduction being made 


effective over the whole state by ordering 
the railroad and warehouse commission to 
withhold action. 


It is charged that Yates made a deal with 
the railroads, after the railroad commission 
haf determined to reduce rates, whereby 
his campaign fund was replenished, and it

= false statement to the committee of freight 
shippers in sayfng that he had never heard 
of the case, when in fact he on a previous 
occasion had talked with asimilar committee 
on the subject and had promised to look into 
the matter. 

The pamphlet is being printed in Decatur 
for widespread distribution over the state.

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RIOT OF MINERS 
IS THREATENED, 


Armed Men Parading Streets 


and Outbreak Feared at 
barrett. 


TROU BLE DUE TO STRIKE. 
Two Italians ‘Held ‘for 
to Death of Two Women and 

Four Children.

Somerset, Pa., April 19 With armed strik- 
ers parading the streets and loss of life at- 
tributed to bitter feeling over mining oper- 
atives, an outbreak more disastrous than the 
Boswell riot in January. has been expected 
hourly at Garrett, the scene of the operations 
of the Garrett Coal company and the Somer- 
set Coal company. Trouble has been brew- 
ing there ever since the inauguration of the 
miners’ strike five months N 

A number of the striking miners at the 
Garrett own homes there, but recently the 
Garrett Coal company erected a number of 
houses, and the bringing ef new men to oc- 


| cupy these houses and take the places of the 


workers in the mines has worked the latter 
up to a high state of excitement and resent- 
ment, and for the last few days the town has 


been a veritable mine of indignation that 


might easily be exploded, with probably the 
result of great loss of life and property. 


Deaths Inflame People. 


A horror that may be connected with the 
strike situation was the burning to death of 
two women and four children in their home 
at Garrett between the hours of 2 and 8 
o'clock this morning. The victims were Mrs. 
Rosanna Meyers and her two daughters, 
Lucinda and Annie, aged 30 and 8 years, re- 
spectively, and her son, Richard, aged 5 
years. The two other victims were young 
children of Lucinda. The women and chil- 
dren were sleeping in the upper story. The 
bodies. were reduced to ashes. % 
. The origin of the fire is unknown. It may 
never be known, but rumor connects it with 
the troubles growing out of the miners’ 
strike. One story is that evidences of the fire 
were discovered on the Interior of the build- 
ing. Meyers, the head of the household, was 
a miner, and until recently worked fof the 
Somerset Coal company. Lately he has not 
been working, and it is said he has been 
supported by the miners’ unfon. The strikers 
lay the origin. of the fire to a number of 
ItaHans who are working for the Garrett 


Coal company. 


Two Italians Arrested. 

Armed strikers say°the demonstration to- 
day was intended to prevent the Italians 
from leaving the community before the 
coroner's inquiry has been completed, Cor- 
oner Louther empaneled a jury, but has 
postponed his investigation indefinitely, 


thinking that the public mind is not in a 


proper condition for an impartial inquiry. 
Two Italians were arrested charged with 
setting fire to the Meyers house. Meyers 
alleges that they called at his house several 
days ago to buy some butter, and that when 
told that Meyers would not ell butter to 
scabs they left swearing vengeance. The 
feeling against them is running high, but 
there are those who look upon the charge 
against the Italians as a mave on the part 
of the strikers to get rid of the foreigners 
who have taken their places in the mines. 
At whe request of the sheriff the saloons 
have closed. All is quiet tonight. Dur- 
ing last night many shots were fired, but 
no fatalities resulted. Three months ago 
the Garrett company secured an injunction 
restraining the strikers and ali other per- 
sons from interfering with the company em- 
ployés. This injunction is still in force.

The Burlington objects 
to the Northwestern’s being allowed to make 
a lower through rate on grain from Nebras- 
ka points via Missouri river crossings north 
of Omaha to Chicago. It demands the same 
privilege on Nebraska business via its 
Plattsmouth bridge, which is south of Oma- 
ha. If this were granted it would put Oma- 
ha proper into a bad position because it is 
proposed that on business tributary to Oma- 
ha the combined locals should prevail and 
the lines east from Omaha would get little 
of the Nebraska business. 

Sugar Rate Meeting. 

The sugar rate meeting was equally de- 
void of results. The Unnols Central would 
not accept the proposition to make the dif- 
ferential rate on sugar from New Orleans 
to Missouri river territory 11 cents below 
the rate from eastern points via Chicago. 
The differential in favor of New Orleans 
used to be 20 cents prior to the inaugur@tion 
of the present war, and the Illinois Central 
will not submit to a settlement unless the 20 
cent differential is allowed to remain in 
effect. The sugar trust is said to be backing 
the IMinois Central in its contention.

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PASS’ THE MANN BILL. 

The senate commerce committee will not 
report back the Mann tunpel lowering bill 
until it shall have been satisfied of the falsi- 
ty of statements which have been made to 
members that it is a measure for the con- 

 figeation of property. Senator Cullom prom- 
ised that representatives of the business in- 
terests of the city should appear before the 
committee tomorrow to explain the situation 

—to show that no rights are attacked by the 

bill, and that its sole purpose is to remove 

tunnels which are destroying Chicago's 
commerce. 

‘The completion of the work which Rep- 
resentative Mann has carried so far de- 
pends now on Chicagoans. The tunnel bill 
will be reported to the senate and can be 
passed before the close of the session if the 
men who have been applauding and con- 
gtatulating Mr. Mann at a distance will go 
to Washington today and aid him by remov- 
ing the doubts of the committeemen as to 
the nature of the bill. Now is the time for 
them to do something practical. 

hep drainage trustees are interested in 
wering of the tunnels. It will increase 
flow, of water through the river, and, 
thus assist them in supplying the necessary 
quantity of water to the drainage channel. 
They should send a representative to Wash- 
ington to back up the commercial interests 
of the city in the demand for the improve- 
ment of navigation. 

Lawyers who understand the legal points 
ot the tunnel question and its bearing on 
the traction problem should also appear be- 

fore the committee and assist in explaining 
how important it is for the city that it should 
be ordered to lower the tunnels. Without 
that order it will have no power to lower 
them. 

If the statement should be eda before 
the committee that the city government is 
opposed to the Mann bill, Senator Cullom 
should say that in that event the government 
does not represent the people. If it should 
be said that the city has not the money to 

do the work, Senator Cullom can truthfully 

say that it can get the money if ordered by 
the general government to do the work. 

The senior senator made a sturdy fight 

for the Mann bill day before yesterday. 
Qhicagoans rely on him to keep on fighting 
and to aid the representatives of the city 
in ridding the minds of eommitteemen of 
false impressions. Chicago needs the Mann 
bill passed now. It does not wish to walt 
until next winter, for it will be too late then 
to lower the tunnels so as to have free navi- 
gation in 1905. The senate should pass this 
week or next a bill which may fairly be en- 
titled; “ An act to revive the commerce of 
Chi cago. ” . 


“L” SERVICE I8. QUITE SAFE. 

The dilemma of the traction companies 
who operate cars on the street surface does 
not jnspire any alarm among the officials 
and the stockholders of the elevated rail- 
foads. They know that if the surface lines 

liad given the public decent service they 

probably would not now be threatened with 
extinction by municipal ownership. Con- 
sequently they have adopted in the man- 
agement of their properties a spirit which is 
almost altruistic, and certainly well de-. 
signed to foster deep and permanent affec- 
tion on the part of their anne pa- 
trous. 

Last night the elevated trains ran around 
the loop as usual, and nobody who depended 
on using them was disappointed. The 
South Side and Metropolitan traveled in 
one direction and the Northwestern and 
Lake Street in the other, each combination 
Using u different track. People ascending 
from the cold, Wind swept streets found, 
upon entering their cars, that it was no 
colder inside than it was outside. Their 
frosted breaths shot across the crisp interior 
of the car in little clonds of vapor, but they 
barely noticed this interesting phenomenon, 
because there was no novelty about it. They 

had seen the same spectacle the night pre- 

Yious. Schooled to a noble stoicism, those 

who had seats huddled into them, looked 

out of the windows, and thought of warn, 

steaming suppers awaiting them at home. 

All were carried to their destination in 

* gafety, for none of the cars fell into the 
street or jumped into the river. This illus- 
trates how an efficient and painstaking man- 
agement has surrounded the traveling pub- 
lic with safeguards, so that now a person 
can traverse a distance of many miles each 
day with all danger of being killed practi- 
‘eally eliminated. 

Some people might have grumbled at the 
absence of any heat in the cars, but such 
people were probably chilled before they 

went in, and when 4 person is cold to the 
marrow he is apt to carp and to cavil. If

not be generated in cars without some ex- 
pense. Moreover, those who were com- 
pelled to ride standing on the platforms, 


| paid, for just as much heat as thoge inside 


the car, and in justice to the companies it 
should be said that they got it. As far as 
possible the companies try to furnish as 
much heat to those who ride on the outside 
as to those on the inside of its cars. 

Many people were compelled to stand 
‘the greater part of the way home, but the 
companies had thoughtfully provided stout 
leather straps, to which the passengers were 
allowed to cling when a sudden lurch threat- 
ened to precipitate them into the laps of 
those who were seated. When the seats 
and aisles of the ears were filled and the 
platforms so densely crowded that the. 
guards could barely open or close the gates. 
no more people were allowed on the trains. 
This is a rule the compapies take consider- 
able pains to enforce. In the enforcement 
of this rule the companies are helped out 
by that law in physics which forbids two 
bodies to occupy the same space at the same 
time, 
When one stops to think about it, 5 cents 
is a small price to pay for safe transporta- 


tion to one’s home each evening. Questions 


of mere comfort and convenience are apt to 
be exaggerated by a people enervated by

NEW ‘YORE ron PARKER, 

Judge Parker will have behind him in the 
democratic national convention the seventy- 
eight votes of New York, a state without 
whose electoral votes the opponents of the 
republican party cannot hope for victory.

might shape their course accordingly. They 
have no candidate of their own and most of 
them are ready to take any man who has 
the backing of the Empire state. 

There. could. be no uncertainty as to the

cor ON THE YELLOW PERIL, 

The yellow peril, says Mr. Colquhoun in 
the current issue of the Independent, has 
been somewhat highly colored by the 
Artists to whom it has sat for its picture. It 
need not just now appall“ the occidental 
public. 

But has not Japan managed to emerge 
from the tomb of its oriental petrifaction? 
And is it not engaged in administering 
breathing exercises to its fellow mummy, 
the Chinese empire? If these breathing ex- 
ercises turn out to be successful is there not 
some danger that the hair of Europe may 
stand on end at the spectacle of two re- 
animated corpses making the twentieth 
century hideous with their post-mortem am- 
bitions? To these questions Mr. Colgu- 
houn’s answer is frank and explicit. “ Per- 
sonally, I consider the Japanization of China 

preferable to that partition which has been 
so long hanging over her.” 

That Japanization is in process Mr. Col- 
auhoun admits. In the first place, the Jap- 
anese have started Chinese newspapers. 
These newspapers, giving foreign Caucasian 
civilization a native Mongolian interpreta- 
tion, have had a much wider influence than 
has rewarded those which are in the hands of 
the Caucasians themselves. In the second 
place, Chinese students are being sent to 
Tokio. The uumber of such students now 
exceeds 1,000. In the third place, Japa- 
nese teachers are going to China and are 
supplanting the British and American teach- 
ers formerly employed. Inthe fourth place, 
Chinese princes and officials have acquired 
the habit of traveling in foreign countries, 
and their observations have led them to an 
understanding of the kind of progress which 
has been made in the dominions of the 
mikado. 

But why doesn’t China Import its occi- 
dental civilization. directly from the occi- 
dent? For a reason which illustrates the 
ironical fact that no race is go hopelessly 
inferior as not to be patriotically conscious 
of race superiority. Shall China, civilized 
for billions of years, go to:school to the up- 
start Caucasian devil? Pven the contem- 
plation of such an idea is dishonor. But the 
Jap is not a foreigner. Neither is-he a par- 
venu. Linked to the Chinaman by centuries. 
of. racial and cultural sympathy, he can give 
him curtain lectures which do him a thou- 
said times more good than any number of 
academic orations from outside the family 
circle. 

The consequence of this is that China will 
get the culture of the west only after it has 
received important modifications. 
It is a mistake, says Mr. Colquhoun, to sup- 
pose that Japan, by its immersion in west- 
ern civilization, has drowned its own per- 
sonality. Its ideals, its sympathies, its 
attitude toward the great central facts éf 
life remain what they were.” The occi-. 
dentalized Jap is a Jap who has sucked the 
orange of the occident dry, and, then, throw- 
ing the skin away, smiles at you still a Jap. 

It is, therefore, Mr. Colquhoun’s “ earnest. 
conviction ” that although the yellow peril 
is not just now “ appalling,” still “the 
Anglo-Saxon peoples cannot afford to be 


| quiescent if they desire to preserve their 


interests Intact. Japan will not be their 
cat’s paw.”

which thé army sustained through that 
resignation, were, in view of the circum- 
stances connected with the latter, consid- 


ered by the royal family as in the worst } 


possible taste and have served to increase 


Sir Henry. 
The old duke never made any secret of 
the manner in which he had been turned 


out of office; and was wont to exclaim with : 


indignation whenever the word ‘ resigna- 
tion was mentioned in his presence: ‘I 
was kic out, sir; kicked out after more 
than half a ventury of service.“ While the 
London Times, in its obituary of the duke, 
does not mince matters, but says plainly 
that the time came when his threescore 
years and ten showed thelr impress 80 
strongly that, with three or four generals 
of proved ability and in full mental vigor 
available for the high office of commander 
in chief, the ministry of the day were of 
the opinion that its occupant must be re- 
lieved of his cares and duties and these 
transferred to younger hands.” 


Queen Victoria, the present king and 
queen, and all the members of the royal 
family were anxious that the duke should 
be Mlowed to choose his own good time for 
surrendering the command in chief, and the 
way in which he was unceremoniously ousted 
from the office by Sir Henry has not been 
fergiven to this day. 

Sir Henry, it may be edced, is not dis- 
tinguished for his tact, and if he enjoys 
today the leadership of the liberals it is 
owing to the fact that the quarrel between 
Lord Rosebery and Sir Wiiliam Harcourt, 
after the final withdrawal from politics 
of Mr. Gladstone, rendered it preferable 
that Sir William should, for the sake of 
peace, abandon his rights to the leader- 
ship to Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman, 

The latter is quite rich, enjoying an in- 
come of $250,000 a year, derived in the main 
from the fortune amassed by his father, 
James Campbell, in the drapery business. 
James Campbell was the son of a small 
Stirlingshire farmer, and started a drapery 
business at Glasgow, into which he took 
his brother William, and subsequently in- 
creased his fortune by marrying the daugh- 
ter of Henry Bannerman, the great ware- 
houseman at Manchester. Sir Henry spent 
his early life as a member of his father's 
firm at Glasgow, took the name of Banner- 
man in addition to his own on inheriting 
a fortune from his maternal uncle, and 
shortly afterwards abandgaed business for 
politics. 

His chief characteristic is his imperturba- 
bility. Nothing ever ruffles him, and it is 
difficult either to depress him, to provoke 
him, or to tire him out. Sir Henry has 
American relatives, a younger son of his 
brother, James Campbell, Adair by name, 
being married to Miss Blanche Havemeyer 
of New York. 

It may be added that it is the sovereign 
who invariably chooses the premier, his se- 
lection being of course restricted, not by 
law but by usage and by the spirit of the 
constitution, to the members of the major- 
ity in the house of commons, and it may 


ward will prefer any of the liberal states- 
men to Sir Henry, although the latter be- 
ing the liberal leader might under other 
circumstances be considered as more or less 
entitled to the office of prime minister.

Sir Claude MacDonald, the British en oy at

ity. It is doubtful whether the English gov- 
ernment will accede to this request, though it, 
might privately recommend some fetired’ 
officers of the colonial and Indian services or 
who have done duty under Lord Cromer in 
Egypt. For while on the one hand there is 
some temptation to take advantage of the 
opportunity thus afforded to extend the in- 
fluence of England in Corea, and incidentally 
in Japan, there is no doubt that any such 
further demonstration of the intimacy of the 
rélations between the British and Japanese 
‘governments, and of e closeness of the 
alliance, would add still further to the re- 
sentment which is felt in Russia against 
England in connection with the present wars 

Lady Norbury, whose death has just taken 
place at Carlton Park, Market Harborough, 
in England, is the mother of tnepresent earl, 
wno was connected with the notorious Terah 
Hooley in a number of the latter’s ventures, 
and a daughter-in-law of the second earl, 
whose mysterious murder at Durrow Abbey, 
his place in County Meafh, created so great 


century, particularly in view of the fact that 
there was evidence to show that the crime 
had been perpetrated, not by any peasant or 
tenant, but by some one of Lord Norbury’s 
own neighbors, one of his own class, in fact. 

Large rewards were offered for the discovery 
of the murderer, both by the government 
and by the family, but in spite of this no 
arrest was ever made, and no certain clew 
was ever found to the perpetrator of the 
crime. 

The earldom of Norbury owes its existence 
to the famous lord chief justice of Ireland, 
who occupied the Irish bench as such for 
more than twenty-seven years, and who is 
on record as having sent more men to the 
gallows than any other justice who has ever 
worn the ermine. His relish for capital pun- 
ishment was undisguised, and at one single 
assize he passed sentence of death on no less 
than 198 individuals, only one of whom was 
reprieved. This peculiarity was a matter of 
frequent joke, and, dining in company one 
night with the celebrated Irish lawyer Cur- 
ran, the latter, who was carving some beef, 
replied to the earl’s inquiry as to whether 
the meat had been well hung: 

„Not yet, my lord; you have not tried it!” 

Lord Norbury’s final retirement was 
brought about by Daniel O'Connell and py 
the first Lord Abinger, who brought the at- 
tention of parllament to the judge’s habit of 
falling to sleep while on the bench, citing a 
case of where, during a trial for murder, he 
awoke towards the conclusion and proceeded 
to pass the sentence of death on the prisoner 
in happy ignorance of the fact that the jury 
had previously rendered a verdict of acquit- 
tal. A duelist all his life—he was wont to 
boast that he had commenced his legal 
career with $200 in cash and a pair of hair 
trigger pistols—he promptly proceeded to 
challenge the viceroy of Ireland and the Irish 
secretary when they demanded his resigna- 
tion, but the méetings did not come off, as

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. | | 


The French theater completed its season 
yesterday, performances being given after- 
ndon and evening in Steinway hall. The 
auditorium was comfortably filled on both 
occasions, and the triple bill presented by the 
members of the Club Francaise was received 
with approbation by those to whom the 
language of kings is a native or an ac- 
quired tongue. 

The program eontailiied an announcement 
which showed that this is a crucial time for 
the French theater. The undertaking thus 
far has been carried to success by the tire- 
less energy of a few enthusiasts. The play- 
ers have given their time and energy without 
any remuneration other than the safisfac- 
tion derived from founding here a society at 
the meetings of which some of the master- 
pieces of modern and classic French litera- 
ture could be creditably presented. Much 
time has been required to accomplish what 
has been accomplished, and now the ‘society 
is at a point in its development where it feels 
that it must have some financial guarantee 
before it can enter on another season of hard 
work. In order to obtain this guarantee the 
patrons of the theater are asked to purchase 
season tickets for the coming year, and if 
500 of these be sold the success of next 
winter’s work will be assured. If not, then 
the giving of performances Liss be aban- 
doned. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the plan 
may meet with success, for the schtme is one 
founded solely on an educational and cul- 
tural basis, and in the earnest desire to es- 
tablish here a modest but worthy presenta- 
tion place for dramas by the best French 
authors. It would seem that the number 
of French people and of students of French 
in Chicago would be sufficient to make such 
securing of 500 season subscriptions compar- 
atively easy.

WESTERN UNION NION MEETS TODAY. 


Committee Will Recom Recommend That Ace- 


tion Be Taken to Reduce Expenses 
ih Excepted Cities. 


‘(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 1 

Atlantic City, N. J., April 19.—[{Special.]— 
The delegations from different cities are 
arriving to attend the meeting of the West- 
ern Union tomorrow. Today the large cities’ 
committee met at the call of Chairman W. 
J. Littlejohn, who submitted a report for 
adoption. The committee will recommend 


that action be taken to reduce the expenses 


in -‘ excepted cities.“ Each city will have 
to be treated according to its local conditions, 
It is felt that no rule can apply to each city. 


The committee hopes that sufficient senti- 


ment can be aroused to carry through need- 
ed reforms in the large centers. Several 
underwriters take the ground that business 
men have a right to complain of the high ex- 
pense ratio of insurance companies in the 
cities. If a plan is adopted at this meeting 
nonunion companies will be asked to co- 
operate. 

The governing committee held two ses- 
sions today. Its report will deal chiefly © 
with what has been accomplished since the 


‘last meeting in the way of applying the 


schedules. In every state the work of rate 
making will be shown to be progressing. 
There is talk in some quarters of abolish- 
ing all jurisdiction in those states where in- 
dividual cobperation alone is permitted. 
These states have given the chief source of 
trouble, and there is a determination on the 


part of some eastern officials to make these 


States open territory. 

The stamping secretary stbject promises 
to be. of interest, owing to the difficulty in 
getting one or two companies to instruct 
their agents to send daily reports through 
stamping bureaus. The Home of New York 
opposes the system. Vice President Bus- 
well is representing that company at the 
meeting. Some companies want jurisdiction 
over Nebraska resumed... Owing to the fact 
that graded commissions are paid in all 
agencies in that state, the separation rule 
would play havoc with the agency plants of 
some companies. If jurisdiction is resumed 
it will probably be under restrictions. The 
attendance is not as large as usual, although 
the greater part of the eastern fraternity 
will not arrive until tomorrow. The east- 
ern members may have some interesting 
measures to present.

tion.and occupancy in the congested district are 


greater, and such defects therefore should receive 
different treatment. Under tite congested dis- 
trict echedule charges for exposure in such district 
should also be greater.

COLD. WEATHER CHECKS CROPS. 


; Official Weather Bureau Reports Unfa- 
vorable Week in Nearly All Parts 
of the Country. 


Washington, D. C., Aprif19.—The weathet 
bureau’s weekly summary of crop conditions 
is as follows: 

In nearly all districts east of the Rocky moun- 
tains the week ending April 18 was unfavorable 
for germination and. growth. 
Missouri valley and southern and middie Atlantic 
states made favorable progress, but in the northern 
districts practically nothing has been done. The 
states of the upper lake region were covered with 
snow to a considerable depth during the latter 
and frosts, more or lese Mf) 
jurious, occurred as far south as the northern | 
portion of the gulf states. 

The Pacific coast states and Rocky mountaia 
districts experienced a week of favorable tem- 
but drought continues from 
central and western Texas to the south Pacific 
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Preparations for planting corn have been active, 
under favorable conditions, in the Missouri valley 
and middie Atlantic states, but this work has 
made slow progress in the Ohlo valley. Little 
planting was done where planting had not begun 
at the close of the previous week. 
states low temperature has proved unfavorable 
by checking growth and germination, 

In Missouri and over the greater portion of 
Kansas and Nebraska, winter wheat has made 
good growth, but needs warmer weather, 
ports from the Ohio valley respecting this crop 
In Illimols wheat has made 
little growth and its condition ts less promising — 
In Ohio and in central and 
northern Indiana a large acreage will be plowedg 
up for other crops. Winter wheat has made splen- 
did growth on the Pacific coast, 
Washington and Oregon. ; 

Over the southern portion of the Springs wheat 
region the seeding of spring wheat has been active- 
ly carried on, and is nearly finished in Iowa, Ne- 
braska, and southeastern South Dakota, but in 
North Dakota and Minnesota little seeding has 
been done. Seeding has also been In active progress 
on the north Pacifie coast, about one-half the area 
in Washington having been sown. 

Cotton planting has progressed rapidly through- 
out the central and southern portions of the belt 
and hag begun in the more northerly districts.
